It is not 
rfectly white and pure; but, neverthe- 
ess, it is reckoned one of the finest large 
diamonds in the world. The large ob- 
long diamond fixed above the star 1s flat, 
ne possesses nothing like the purity and 
brilliancy of its great rival. It cost 
£300,000. The whole breast-piece of 
diamonds cost over ghalf a million ster- 
ling, and is one of the§most beautiful 
necklaces of that description extant. 
When we have finished admiring the 
Star of the South and its seventy-eight 
multi-radiant companions, we ate shown 
a necklace composed of a number of 
chains and pearls, each of remarkable 
size and purity. This necklace is valued 
at £5,000. Ihave been told that pearls 
do not retain their beauty for more than 
fifty years; and I could not help thin«- 
ing ita pity that fate would not permit 
such a thing of beauty as this necklace 
to remain a joy forever. Drawer after 
drawer is opened, and case after case of 
jewels displayed, until the miserable 
dungeon secms to begin to look radiant.

Both are pris- 
oners of war, and have since been con- 
veyed to Mount Gucha fortress, near 
Barcelona, for safe keeping. A criminal 
prosecution has been commenced against 
the bishop. The government will leave 
the case entirely to the local tribunal. 

Gen. Martinez telegraphed on Thurs- 
day night that the fort of Seo del Urgel 
had surrendered, and the citadel would 
surrender next day.

“There has been no political crime, 
properly so called, in this state, for two 
or three years,” said another federal 
office-holder to me, alsoa zealous repub- 
lican, and in a position where he bad the 
opportunity to know whereof he spoke. 
“There is a great deal of crime in the 
state. but it is not political. The gen- 
eral community is apathetic; the magis- 
trates often are not active in ferreting 
out criminals for fear of taking harm 
themselves. Matters are improving; but 
still rude men in the country districts are 
100 apito law in their own 
hands. Ne@roes Fire generally more 
openly attackcd white men when 
they beconte the subjects of dislike by 
Others; but, otherwise, there is no differ- 
ence.

means not at all justifiable. In some 
cities, for instance, as in Atlanta and Sa- 
vannah, insufficient voting boxes are pro- 
vided, asd the negro voters are crowded 
out and prevented from casting their full 
vote. A candid planter whom I ques- 
tioned upon this subject—he living in a 
county which had ablack majority, but 
had been for some years ruled honestly, 
I must add by democrats— said: ‘‘We 
had white republican county officers, na- 
tives; we discovered that they were cor- 
rupt. They kept the county offices for 
themselves, but were ready enough to let 
& negro go to the legislature, where the 
democratic majority left no chance for 
stealing. As we could get no county re- 
form by arguments or appeals to the ne- 
groes, who were as three and a half to 
one white voter, we made up our minds 
to buy the black leaders, who fooled 
their people with imitation republican 
tickets. Later we bought ovet also some 
of the white leaders, and others we put 
in jail when we could prove corruption 
ageinstthem. We have had a struggle 
forit, because some even of our own 
men proved corrunt and we had to pitch 
them overboard. But we have managed 
to maintain a pretty good government.” 
In another case I was told, ‘‘We can al- 
ways elect a democrat to the legislature. 
There is nostealing there, and neither 
the negro leaders nor the corrupt whites 
care to gothere. The struggle is over the 
county offices. In my county and in 
others do not doubt there has been 
ballot box stuffing. This was unknown 
among us before the war, and it is one of 
the bad things that will be left here, 
arising out of the new order of things. It 
don’t justify it, and 1 very deeply regret 
it, for once introduced it will continue to 
be practised; but where the blacks are in 
a large majority they are the means of 
very scrious robbery, and men are apt to 
think that anything is justifiable to save 
themselves from such gross misgovern- 
ment.” In yet another case a planter 
said to me, *‘The republicans began in 
my county with union leagues, and these 
became quickly the prey of vagabond 
and corrupt whites, almost without ex- 
ception natives, for we have had few 
carpet baggersin our ocal politics. You 
could not buy a member of the union 
league, but we found we could easily buy 
the leadera, and this we did do. These 
leagues are now almost entirely broken 
up. The negrocs haye discovered that 
the white leadcrs were corrupt; but they 
stick to their black leaders, some of 
whom are sharp, but generally unscru- 
pulous men.” 

I give you these statements, because 
they describe pretty accurately what has 
been done in many counties where the 
negroes have a majority of votes. The 
whites have been determined to keep 
the local governments in their own 
hands, and they have used means which
